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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that none of the references 
describe determining the amount of coating on the medical device and determining a target amount of coating to be removed. This is not 
convincing because Graves describes (column 9, lines 10-29) selective removal of some coating in a desired amount. Describing a 
selective removal process with the phrase "detemiining an amount" does not impart patentability to the instant claimed process in view of 
the descriptions in Graves. Applicant further argues that the pattem recognition system provides patentability. Pattern recognition 
systems are very well known and are automated systems for doing tasks which were once done manually. Using a "system" to recognize 
a pattem is disclosed in Freifeld and the use with selective removal of a stent coating would have been obvious. 
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
